the federal government relative to the 
seizing of liquors in transit by means 
of common carrlorH nre H. W. Hugu- 
ley and Company, Charles S. Gove and 
Company, John F. Callahan and Com- 
pany. Lawrence A. Shortell, John B. 
Timomus, Peter C. Crowley mid Com- 
pany, Patrick A. Sullivan, Joseph F.

M. Hough of Boston la the attorney 
of record in this case. 


In their bill they net forth that they 


are all [legalized

dealers in Boston; that 
they 
have 


complied with the laws of the United 
Suites, have paid their internal rev- 
enue tax and are entitled to the pro- 
tection of the federal statutes In the 
conduct of their business. 
They al- 


lege that they have 
been 
shipping 


goods into Maine by 
common 
car- 


riers, some of which goods have been 
seized without legal authority by the 
officers of the slate of Maine. 


The local authorities seized

liquors under the provisions of

Wilson food and drug act 
of 190G, 


which the courts of Maine have con- 
strued to give authority for Rtich seiz- 
ure on the ground that the liquors and 
spirits were adulterated or mlebrand- 
o'd.

youth, that New England will hold 
,her own, in proportion to the popula- 
tion of the country, in shaping its 
destinies, both material and moral. 


"A feeling of satisfaction, a lack of 


ambition, and a tendency to be satis- 
fied with less effort than character- 
ized our ancestors is coming over New 
England and leading to its dethrone- 
ment from its former exalted place. 
I say this as one who has native love 
for the former and profound respect 
lor the latter." •

Precarious Than Ever 


SEALING STEAMER TO AID I 


Will Endeavor to 
Open 
Up 
Lane 


Through Ice Fields Off St. John's 


—Safe Avenue of Escape For Pas- 


sengers, Five of Whom Make Trip 


Across Hummocks a Distance of 


Nearly Two Miles to Safety 


Bt. John's, May 21.—Instead of be- 


ing relieved, as had been hoped, the 
plight of the Allan line steamer Mon- 
golian, which has been wedged in 
the Ice pack off the mouth of this 
harbor since Wednesday, is believed 
to be more precarious than ever, a 
heavy 
swell 
having 
arisen 
which 


caused tho steamer to rise and fall 
under the influence of its undulations. 


It is believed, however, that the ef- 


forts of the stout 
scaling 
steamer 


Diana to open up a lane between the 
Mongolian and the 
narrow 
harbor 


opening will be sucessful today, tlr.is 
freeing the great steamer from her 
bondage of many hours. 


That this will he possible was ap-. 


parently indicated in the release of 
the costal steamer Prospcro, which 
managed to extricate herself Thurs- 
day from the ice surroundings in 
which she had kept company with the 
Mongolian through the night. 


Then, too, in case the Mongolian's 


sides should give any indication of 
yielding before the tremendous crush 
of the ice pack, the experience ot 
five passengers 
who 
successfully 


crossed the uneven ice field betv/cen 
the steamer and the harbor mouth 
assured the passengers that a ready, 
and fairly safe avenue of escape lay 
open, to them. 


The Diana has reached to within a 


mile of the Mongolian, bringing with 
each revolution of her 
engines the 


clear water that will permit of the 
Mongolian's extrication. 


Under the impulse of the steady 


southward trend of the Labrador cur- 
rent the Mongolian is a consideiablc 
distance farther from the entrance to 
the harbor than the position which 
she had first occupied Wednesday. 


One of the most interesting of thc- 


mauy features which have marked 
the enthrallment of the great steam- 
er waa the walk across the ice from 
the steamer of five passengers, among 
them two women.

ious diseases. 


Eliminate the breeding places o'f flies—this is important. 
Sprinkle chloride of lime or kerosene over contents of garbage 


boxes and other refuse. 


Keep garbage receptacles tightly covered. Clean the cans daily. 
Clean the boxes every week. 
Sprinkle them with kerosene or 


chloride of lime. 


Pour kerosene into the drains; keep sewerage system in good 


order. 


Clean cuspidors every day; keep a*5 per cent, solution of carbolic 


acid in them all the time. 


Don't allow dirt to accumulate In corners, behind doors, back of 


radiators or under stoves. 


No dirt—no flies.

The trespasser was always required to 
make peace with the aggrieved family 
of the victim by "Wer-Geld." 


"Wer" Is the ancient 'German for 


man. "Geld," now, as in the days 19 
Wotan, means money. 


Damages were assessed in accord- 


ance with the rank and wealth of tbe 
Injured party, and the money was 
paid over In the presence of tbe whole 
community, Its acceptance forestalling 
feuds. Indeed, the recognition of Wer- 
Geld ("money for the man" killed) by 
law precluded further 
bloodshed or 


other forms of revenge. 


If the slayer wns not rich enough, to 


pay the recmlred sum, he turned over 
to tbe injured parties his sons as 
slaves. If hlg sons were not sufficient 
guarantee for the payment of the 
debt, the slayer bimself bad to turn 
bondsmnn, both the letter and tbo 
spirit of tfc-e law reqnlring that the. 
full amount: of damage Inflicted bo 
recovered by the aggrieved parties — 
New York World.

CARE OP LOAM ROADS. 


Prom Time To Time They Should He 


Plowed and Cultivated. 


Loam roads are so widely different 


from 
gravel, macadam and other 


roads we have lo deal with, that 
they occupy a class almost by them- 
selves. 
H is quite esseiuial, iu the 


repair 
of these roads, that 
from 


time to time they should be turned 
over v,-iiU the plough and cultivated, 
not only by ploughing (~.eep, but also 
using the harrow after ploughing, re- 
moving the stones that will have a 
tendency to make future trouble and 
placing them sufficiently back on the 
margins so that there will be no 
possibility of their rolling down into 
ihe gutters and obstructing the water 
courses as we often iind them doing 
ia our highway work, says the -{sew 
York State Highway Commissioner. 
It is as necessary to cultivate these 
roads, as I have suggested, as it is 
to cultivate the land inside the fen- 
ces. Wherever any road has soil ihat 
is full of water with a tendency to 
mire up in the spring and fall, the 
loosening of the soil will have a ten- 
dency to let the heat penetrate and 
not or.ly warm the soil and assist in 
evaporating the excess moisture, but. 
it will also be a valuable adjunct in 
making the soil light and friable aud 
thus, in time, completely remove it 
from a miry condition. 
Weeds and 


grass, which are of so much annoy- 
ance nnd disadvantage to a road, will 
disappear and the road'will respond 
economically in retaining its form, 
and be dry, pleasant and convenient 
for travel. 


A heavy loam road after it has 


been properly underdrained and cul- 
verts established 
where necessary, 


can be wonderfully improved by put- 
ting on a course of. sand in the early 
spring. 
This should be distributed 


over the entire road and either har- 
rowed in, so that the sand may. be- 
come thoroughly incorporated with 
the loam, or just put it on the road 
and let the teams or ordinary travel 
work It through. The harrowing, of 
course, would be better, but the road 
can be wonderfully assisted in be- 
coming dry by putting the "Kind on 
and allowing the teams to do the 
rest. 
The sand and the loam make 


a very good combination, and the re- 
sult will be that the miry condition 
formerly 
experienced 
will quickly 


disappear.

so that you have a minimum grade 
of at least one-half per cent; second, 
by unrJerdrains cut off all water that 
may threaten the road; third, give 
your road a crown of three-quarters 
inch per foot; fourth, cut out your 
Bub-graclft, being careful to give it Lbo 
sacie curvature as the finished road; 
fifth, roll the sub-grade until it is 
hard and smooth, carefully remov- 
ing any spongy, or vegetable earth 
(bat 
the rolling-may disclose; sixth, 


spread your bottom tours? evenly, 
the.n roll and add a little binder and 
continue the rolling until the stones 
cease to sink or creep in front of the 
roller; seventh, spread your second 
course and roll it. with the addition 
of binder and \vater. until the \vhole 
surface is bard and smooth, care- 
fully filling \vith sione any depress- 
ions that may appear, then finish tha 
whole with a course of %-inch stone 
end screenings. This'imiot be soaked 
v;i!h v;at'.'.r and rolled until a -wave 
of mud is formed in front of the 
roller, being particularly careful to 
commence the rolling at the sides 
and gradually work toward the cen-
